supporting the reversingWlers 10 and further support sheetmetals for instance to affix one or 
possibly two guides 6", 7". Ottarwise the design is similar to that of the other embodiments. 
The embodiment shown in Fig. 3 alsl\makes it easily possible to guide only one of the two 
actuators 12", 13" in a guide 6", 7" and 10 affix the other actuator in unguided manner to the 
corresponding cable segment 3", 5". The elimination of a guide 6", 7" for one of the two 
actuators 12", 13", or slide elements, however do^not entail a significant reduction of the 
stability, i.e. guidance properties of the window lift of tnb^invention because the two actuators 
12", 13", or slide elements, are connected to each other by th^rigid coupling 11, i.e. the 
crossbar 14. 
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
